Baby Was Pat in the Well 


Months 


i Very Puzzling Case and Guilty Parties 


Lean Ho Clue. 


The inquest over the Cape Neddick 


case of a baby found in a disused wel1, 
the story of which was told ih Monday 
night's HEK.UID, convened yesterday at 
Morrow's store in thajb.village and seven 
witnesses were examined. 
The jury 


consists of six. men of the village and 
the immediate surroundings, and they 
heard considerable evidence relative to 
the case how the baby might have been 
placed there by its inhospitable par- 
ents. 


One physician, who testified, stated 


that it was a full grown child, healthy 
in formation and had breathed the 
breath of life. The lungs were found 
to be expanded and perfect. The body 
rapidly changed after brought into the 
air and the doctors concluded that it 
must have been in the well a long time, 
one month or more, probably all w in- 
ter. By lying in the cold water and 
particularly while frozen into the ice, 
decomposition was arrested. 


A further opinion from the medical 


man was that the baby was alive when 
thrown into the well. There was not a 
particle of clothing on it and only thfl 
soiled pillow case was found, evidently 
the swaddling clothes with which it 
was transported to its destination of 
death. The case is a serious one if the 
perpetrators are ever apprehended for 
the inhuman 
circumstances are too 


clear to need the proof of eye witnesses. 


Coroner Ham of South Berwick is 


vigorously investigating the case, de- 
termined, if possible to ferret out the 
mystery. Naturally there is no tangi- 
ble clue and no circumstances obtain- 
able with which to establish one for 
such proceedings are usually carried on 
with extreme secrecy and witnesses, BO 
important, are not to be had. 


The village is considerably wrought 


up over the case and everybody has sur- 
misings ana conjectures. 
The rumors 


are not wanting relative to circumstan- 
ces that might have led to just such a 
ease as this. The incident is being ful- 
ly discussed and somebody's ears must 
burn, indirectly. 


The inquest adjourned until May 31, 


and, meanwhile, the case will be thor- 
oughly sifted and all possible efforts 
made to fix the guilty persons. County 
Attorney Emmons of Saco and Mrs. 
Verrill, stenographer, returned to Bid- 
deford last uight from Cape Neddicg, 
and, 
from what testimony was taken, 


efforts will be made to have important 
developments by the next session.

all cost. Perfect calm prevails here,

Cot ten nnacronarnTii mr-cr.i.'.: r:c— r- 
ers for the transport ot troops, and, 
roughly speaking, these should carry 
about 20 000 men. Others are being: pro- 
cured as rapidly as possible. The plan 
of the war department Is to have these 
vessels assemble at the different gulf 
ports—Tampa. Mobile, New Orleans and 
.Galveston—to take on troops » hlch will 
be sent tUfere, The navy department Is 
expected to furnish convoys for these 
transports, which would be absolutely 
helpless against Spanish attack. At this 
point there are signs of friction. First 
the transports will be obliged to await 
Admiral Sampson's return in order to 
secure proper convoy, and secondly, the 
navy objects very decidedly to under- 
taking the task of convoying a number 
of transports. It insists that to assure 
the safety of the convoy of the troops' 
all of the transports should be gathered 
In one fleet to start from Tampa, and the 
navy Is likely to prevail In this. 


Major General Sewcll has been as- 


signed to command the concentration 
camp near Falls Church, Va. This Is 
taken as an Indication that the general 
has concluded to accept his 
military 


command, risking his tenure of office as 
a senator the^by. 


None of the corps commanders has yet 


been assigned finally, although the en- 
tire list of commands has been'proposed. 
The. three civilian major gentrals are 
not to receive such commands, but are 
assigned to 
divisions. Generals Lee. 


Wilson and Wheeler go to Chattanooga 
for duty under General Brooke, who will 
undoubtedly command one of the army 
corps. The war department officials ad- 
mit that all the regular troops now at 
Chickanjauga had been ordered away, 
but refuse to tell their destination. The 
volunteers will take up the camps aban- 
doned by the regulars in Chickamauga 
park just as soon as they can be gotten 
there. Nine of the new brigadier gen- 
erals have been assigned to duty under 
Major Oeneral Brooke and will lick the 
raw recruits into shape at Camp George 
H. Thomas.

As a result of the Spanish reverse at 


Manila, leading members of the diplo- 
matic corps, representing some of the 
tnost Influential of the great powers of 
Kurope, have unofficially 
exchanged 


views on the opportuneness of a move- 
ment, prompted by the most friendly 
f-pirit and in the interest of peace, to- 
wards urging upon Spain the futility of 
further prosecuting the war and Induc- 
ing her to sue for peace on the basis of 
the rellnquishment of Cuba, the promise 
of a war indemnity and the occupation 
of Manila by Admiral Dewey until the 
war Indemnity is paid. It was stated by 
one of the most influential members of 
(the diplomatic corps, an ambassador, 
that such a step hy Spain was the logical 
result of .the crushing defeat at Manila, 
and that Spain herself should be the 
first to recognize It as a measure for her 
own selfprotectlon and selfpreservation. 
It is said that Spain's plight is such that 
a movement on the othrr side may be- 
gin at any time towards Inducing that 
country to make terms for closing the 
war, for the nations most friendly might 
suffer almost as much as Spain herself 
by prolonging the war and inviting an- 
nihilation. At the same time those pow-, 
ers most friendly to the United States, 
particularly Great Britain and Russia, 
•would. It is believed, join In any move- 
ment promising; to restore the peace of 
the world.

The first fatal accident on the Ports- 


month, Eittery aud York street railway 
occurred at 6 55 on Tuesday evening, 
when John C. Neal, one of the oldest 
residents of Eittery and one of the 
best-known men of York county, was 
strutk by car No 4 and was so terribly 
injured that he died within thirty min- 
utes after the car struck him. 


The particulars of the accident as 


learned by a HERALD man. who was on 
the scene before the injured man was 
removed, are as follows. Car No. 4 left 
York Beach on time with Motorman Rol* 
bus and Conductor C onion in charge 
and everything went along smoothly on 
the trip until the car reached Neal's 
roadway to coal pocket 
When the car 


left Spinney's store Motorman Bollms 
sounded his goag and kept it ringing, 
as is the custom until passing the 
houses along the line there. The cai 
was running at the usual speed, being 
on time, and when the car had about 
reached Neal's roadway the old man 
was seen to step directly in front of the 
car 
Motorman Rollins put on the 


brakes with all his force, bnt it was no 
use, and m an instant the car was drag- 
ging the body of John Neal, the veteran 
shipbuilder, and grinding his life out. 
The car was brought to a sudden stop 
and as soon as possible the body was 
extricated from beneath the vestibule 
where it had been wedged. 


A jack had to be secured before the 


car could 
be moved and it was some 


minutes 
before bis badly 
bruisec 


I ody could be moved 
As soon as 


the car bad been jacked up he was re 
mo\edtohis residence, where be ex 
pired almost instantly. Drs. Johnson 
and Shapleigb were present and assist 
ad in removing the body and did every 
thing possible to save his life 
Among 


the first on the scene of the acciden 
was Snpt W G. Meloon aud he ren 
dered all possible assistance, visiting 
the family and tendering all aid at hie 
command. 


The employes ou the car were deeply 


affected by the sad accident and the 
passengers speak in the highest terms 
of the conduct of all the employes 
during the painful scene. From those 
present and all the facts obtainable 
was evident that the accident was no 
due to any carelessness or negligence o 
the employes or company. Mr. Neal i 
an old man and very deaf, and wa 
walking along on the sidewalk aud with 
out thinking or seeing bis danger b 
stepped in front of the car, while th 
motorman did everything possible t 
prevent the accident. 


Mr. Neal is a man eighty four years 


of age, aud for years be conducted the 
old Neal shipyard, which was owned by 
a relative before him. He built many 
well known vessels, including the Gran- 
ite State and Frank Jones, and during 
bis life lie figured in many laige and 
successful enterprises. He was known 
among his townspeople as "Tut" Neal, 
and has for years owned and conducted 
the marine railway and a large coal 
bmioess m the town 
During the past 


ten years he has been unable to attend 
to much of his business, which has been 
looked after by his son, Jndge Samuel 
Neal. He leaA es a w ife, one son and a 
daughter, the latter the wife of Jndge 
Locke of Key West, Florida, who is 
now holding court on the cases of the 
seizure and capture of Spanish vessels 
in the Gulf of Mexico
